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Admission Policies And Curricula 
Of Alabama’s Vocational- 
Technical Institutions 


In Alabama’s voca- 
tional - technical institu- 
tions, enrolling students 
must be at least 16 years 
of age. Most of the insti- 
tutions are not restricted 
to high school graduates; 
however, applicants for en- 
rollment in the techni- 


cal courses must be grad- 


uates of an accredited high 
school, or the equivalent. 
some departments require 
a physical examination and 
letters of recommendation, 

In most vocational 
courses students may en- 
roll at the beginning of each 
month, rhe technical 
courses enrollment will be 
limited to a quarterly or 
semi-annual basis. 

It is expected that tests 
given students will be used 
primarily for guidance and 
couseling purposes and will 
not be used to prevent 
applicants who are other- 
wise qualified from enter- 
ing the vocational -tech- 
nical school, The state vo- 
cational - technical insti- 
tutions are designed to 
serve the occupational 
needs and _ interests of 
all Alabamians in allareas 
of the state. 

The institutions will 
maintain an active place- 
ment service to assist stu- 
dents and graduates in se- 
curing part-time and full- 
time employment. Local 
industries and industries 
throughout the state and 
region will recruit employ- 
ees from these institutions. 
Active contacts with public 


and private employment a- 
gencies will be maintained 
to provide information on 
prospective graduates of 
all departments within the 
institutions, 

Each institution has a 
geographical area of the 
state which has been desig- 
nated as its service area 
Free transportation willbe 
provided by the institutions 
for all students living with- 
in its area. Students not 
taking advantage of these 
express buses will be ex- 
pected to provide for their 
Own transportation, 

The vocational - techni- 
cal educational programs 
have been developed in re- 
sponse tolocal employment 
needs, The length of the 
training programs _ will 
vary from a few months in 
some programs to a (two- 
year program in others. 
Curricula now being off- 
ered, or those under con- 
sideration by some of the 
State vocational-technical 
schools, areas follows; ar- 
chitectural technology, 
auto body and fender re- 
pair, auto mechanics, avi- 
ation technology, barber- 
ing, bookkeeping, brick- 
laying and masonry, busi- 
ness education, business 
machine repair, cabinet 
making, carpentry, cleri- 
cal, cosmetology (beauty 
culture), data processing, 
diesel mechanics, draft- 
ing--architectural, draft- 
ing and design technology, 
electrical «appliance re- 
pair, industrial electricity, 


Schoolbuses Arrive For 


Enterprise Junior College 


Five new schoalbuses 
for Enterprise Junior Col- 
lege arrived Sunday. 

According to O,P. 
Richardson of the state de- 
partment of education, they 
are part of a fleet of 185 
which will be delivered 
during the next few weeks 
at 13 new junior colleges 
throughout Alabama. He

COTTON FARMERS 
URGED TO DRINK 
MORE COFFEE 


Drinking an extra cup of 
coffee in the morning may make 
extra money for cotton produ- 
cers harvesting with a mechani- 
cal picker. 

The wise farmers hold back 
so that cotton in Coffee County 
should never be harvested at 
night, early morning, or late 
evening except inan emergency. 
Even on the driest day, cotton 
in Alabama will probably never 
be dry enough for proper ma- 
chine harvesting until 8 a. m, 
or later, Cotton picked at eight 
percent lint moisture or less 
can be expected to give better 
grades, 

You can’t always see mois- 
ture in seed cotton, but it is 
there just the same, and it 
limits the kind of job your gin- 
ner can do, 

Excess moisture in cotton 
usually results in loss of grade 
and quality, Such grade loss 
can mean as much as $8.50 
per bale or more, 

High moisture cotton causes 
the ginner to increase the heat 
in order to get desirable grades, 
Using more heat increases the 
danger of fiber equality damage 
both on the bale being ginned 
and on the bale following. Over 
drying may be the result of 
such higher heat, resulting in 
quality damage, 

Go out in the field and pick 
a handful of cotton. Squeeze 
this cotton lightly in your hand 
and release it quickly. Do this 
with cotton picked at several 
spots in the field, If the cotton 
fluffs out when you release it, 
mechanical picking can safely 
be started, If the cotton does 
not fluff out, wait a little while 
and try again. A good moisture 
tester would be better but they 
are expensive,

“‘They will no longer be 
allowed to remain out of 
college for a year, or even 
six months,’’ he said. ‘‘It 
now becomes necessary to 
follow the letter of the 
law.”’

Widows of deceased 
workers may also get pay- 
ment under the new pro- 
vision. However, the num- 
ber of credits needed de- 
pends on both the widow’s 
age and the year in which 
the worker died or was 65, 
whichever is earlier, Mr. 
Scott continued, 

Workers and widows of 
deceased workers who are 


eligible under this new 
section of the law will get 
$35 a month, while wives 
of workers who qualify will 
get $17.50 a month, Mr. 
Scott stated,
